James Bond, for some unknown reason, has never driven a 
Morgan. Here atMOG, that set us to thinking - what would it 
he like if he did? We grabbed anAeromax and plotted a course of 
some Bond landmarks and found out...

First of all, we’re sorry. You’ve got the James 
Bond theme tune running through your 
head now, haven’t you? That’s our doing, but 
it’s okay because it’s most befitting. 

While recently discussing the release of the new Bond 
flick. Spectre, we at MOG towers found the conversation 
turning to that of the cars Bond has driven over the years. 
We’ve had the greats, such as the DBS, the Lotus Esprit 
and so on. There were the Tun’ ones, such as the Renault 
1 1 that got chopped in half, or the yellow Citroen 2CV 
that was taken off-roading by Roger Moore. Then of 
course, we have the tragic errors in judgement by the 
production team, cars like the BMW Z3 for example. 
Bond, in a Z3 ... what were they thinking? 

After getting over being offended by BMWs, we 
naturally started to ponder over why Bond has never 
driven a Morgan? Surely it’s the perfect car? It’s slick, it’s 
fast, it’s British from bumper to bumper and with its 
handmade credentials, it would have been a doddle for 
to work with the team at Pickersleigh Road in the name of 
fitting a bevvy of exciting gadgets.

Much as we loved the fantasy of Bond outrunning 
baddies in their stereotypical black saloons, swerving 
violently along a sheer mountain pass in a hail of gunfire 
with the soundtrack of screeching tyres and revving 
engines, we had to accept the reality that it’s a scenario 
never to happen with a Morgan. So, with a resigned sigh, 
we went back about our business. Until, that is, we decided 
to see what MOG could to do bring the Bond/Morgan 
fantasy to life, just a little bit. 

It’s no secret that old James is a bit of a jetsetter, but even 
so, his heart lies with Queen and country. He’s proud to 
be British, and as such, there are many backdrops 
throughout the chronicles of Bond that are seated firmly 
on British soil. With that in mind, we drew up a list and 
with it we would put Morgan on the Bond map. The only 
thing we needed, of course, was an actual Morgan to 
display in front of those aforementioned locales. 

We looked first at the Plus 4. It’s a solid all-rounder, it’s 
got an element of pace when it’s needed, and it’s 
undeniably classy. However, it doesn’t quite have the same 
sense of occasion as other Bond vehicles, and that’s a 
quality we needed. 

The 3 Wheeler was a strong, strong contender at first. 
British engineering, it’s mad as a box of frogs, it’s noisy, 
fast, and with the complete lack of roof, it has lots of room 
for James to wave his Walther around. It really is the >

perfect Bond vehicle^ but only in a crisis^ in a chase; when 
peril is afoot. It s not the right car for Bond to be trundling 
along in while trying to woo Vesper Lynd - she’d get flies 
in her teeth. 

There’s only one logical choice from Morgan’s offerings; 
and that’s a V8 car. Offering both stealthy subtlety along 
with breakneck speed and power when required; a V8 
Morgan is all things to all Bonds. An Aero Coupe is the 
automotive embodiment of drama while maintaining 
charm; but even sO; that wouldn’t do. What would do; what 
would be perfect thanks to both its effortless style and 
brutish power; was the Aeromax. Luckily for MO G; there 
was one at the factory with the keys still in the ignition. 
We grabbed a photographer and in a roar of deep BMW 
V8 toneS; we headed for the Capital. 

The first venue would be the most private; but arguably 
most stunning of the day - Stoke Park Country Club; Spa 
and Hotel. A magnificent building created in 1788 by 
architect James Wyatt; it was originally a private home. 
However; in 1908 it became the resort it is today growing 
facilities over the years to include roomS; a spa; tennis 
courts and a gym. However; the gentlemanly pursuit of 


golf is what truly puts Stoke Park on the map. It’s also what 
put it on the James Bond radar care of the tense golfing 
battle between Bond (Sean Connery) and Auric 
Goldfinger (Gert Probe); culminating on the 18th hole; 
right in front of the main building. 

Goldfinger wasn’t the only time the estate featured in 
a Bond film. It also made a brief appearance in Tomorrow 
Never DieS; once again cementing its place as a Bond 
favourite. The links don’t stop there; either. Stoke Park has 
also aided in the filming of another; some would say the 
greatest; Bond; albeit before the actor took the role. YeS; 
if it seems familiar; that’s because it was also in Layer Cake; 
starring Daniel Craig - this place really does have some 
Bond-based kudos! 

Strangely enough; Sean Connery wasn’t available to 
stand in for uS; so instead (and care of the wonderfully 
helpful Nick - Stoke Park’s PR man) we opted to drop the 
Aeromax on the rough just behind the 18th hole. As you 
can see; it fits right in; leaving us to imagine what could 
have been; had Bond sunk that last ball before heading for 
the horizon leaving behind nothing but the throaty roar 
ofaV8. >

MORGAN AEROMAX 


We decided to hotfoot it before we were painted gold; 
or shot at. Our next destination would be factual rather 
than fictional - we were heading to the home of the Bond 
franchise; also known as Pinewood Studios. It took some 
spy-like manoeuvring to get the shot; dodging traffic and 
trying not to spook security but in true Bond fashion; we 
accomplished our mission before heading into the Capital. 
Sadly we couldn’t get in to have a look at the famous Bond 
studiO; built in 1967 for The Spy Who Loved Me. That’s okay 
though; as Bond has no time for sightseeing - we were on 
amission!

Prowling into the Capital in the AeromaX; we begin to 
further consider our feelings about it being a more than 
suitable car for he who likes things shaken; not stirred. 
There’s a sense of occasion; people stop in their tracks and 
look at it; faces agog with wonderment and fascination. 
Not many know what it iS; but what they do know, is that 
it’s special. It’s important. And, most importantly of all for 
anything Bond gets the keys to, it’s cool. Something that 
becomes even more evident when we park up outside Les 
Ambassadeurs Club, the place where Bond kicked back 
for a Martini and a gamble in the ionic Dr. No. >

There’s no time for cards today though^ so with a few 
shots grabbed; it s once again time to distract the London 
populace with our rare Morgan. As anticipated; the cameras 
and cameraphones came out en masse. The Aeromax; while 
elegant in its proportions and audibly restrained during its 
slow meander through London; is still an attention-grabber. 
At one point we even see a black Aston Martin DBS 
approach. It s the very same car as driven in the opening 
chase of Quantum of Solace, but in the company of the 
Morgan it may as well be a Ford Cortina - nobody bats an 
eyelid. As we pull into the tight courtyard frontage of the 
Dukes Hotel - the place Bond creator Ian Fleming used to 
frequent; and also the supposed inspiration for the shaken; 
not stirred’ line - we can’t help but ponder as to whether or 
not James would prefer more subtlety? 

Subtlety was something needed in a big way when it 
came to the penultimate destination on our list of Bond’s 
London landmarks. As we loitered; V8 burbling; outside 
the Old War Office Building in Whitehall; we couldn’t help 
notice we’d earned the attention of the armed officers

patrolling the perimeter. Like Bond though; we wouldn’t 
be deterred - it was our mission to get a shot of the 
Aeromax outside the building used as MI6 headquarters 
in Octopussy, View To A Kill and Licence to Kill, and get a 
shot we did. All without actually getting shot; which was 
something of a result. 

As we approached the ThameS; passing Big Ben and the 
Houses of Parliament in the process; we were once again 
reminded of the Morgan’s impressive ability to draw a crowd. 
There’s no wayjames could do anything stealthy in this car; 
just no way at all. He’d be all over Instagram and Twitter 
before he’d got to the James of "Bond; James Bond”. > 
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With our anonymity declining at a rapid rate^ it was time 
to make a break from the Capital and return the Aeromax 
to Wood Division back in Malvern. Our mission had been 
simple in premise^ but near impossible to execute in a style 
any of the Bonds would have been satisfied with. 

There have been many films made where the car has 
been the star, too. The Bond franchise is very much a 
perfect representation of that, with the Astons, BMWs 
and event the Mercedes saloons and the like that have 
become vehicular synonyms for global baddies. The 
thing is though, all those cars have made way gracefully

for the actor, they have known their role in the film 
and they’ve stuck to it accordingly. 

As we drive over Vauxhall Bridge with the Secret 
Intelligence Service building in our rear-view mirror, we 
can t help but think that the Morgan Aeromax is a celebrity 
in its own right. It garners a spectrum of attention that 
transcends age and gender, it s a spectacle no matter what 
your thoughts on cars may be. It s not subtle, it s not 
discreet and it s never going to be happy to play second 
fiddle to some bloke in a dinner jacket who keeps sleeping 
with exotic ladies while drinking far too much. It s not even 
that it wants to be centre stage. It just is! 

So, in conclusion then, after placing this iconic car in 
front of a selection of iconic locations, could it be Bonds 
wheels ? Should we write a letter to the producers of Bond 
25 and insist they use a Morgan? No, we think not. Bond 
is a force to be reckoned with, a man on a mission with a 
licence to kill. He needs something to work with him, not 
eclipse him, which is what the Morgan would do 
effortlessly. The Morgan is a star in its own right, and that 
is always going to be the case. MOG

FASHION FUSION 


Functionality may he at the heart of a Morgan, hut theyve always had an undeniable style that no other car can 
quite capture - an association with the golden age of motoring, glamour and fashion. In recognition of such, 
Morgan has worked with a range of other British pioneers of fashion. In their latest collaboration, this eclectic, 

but brilliantly bright 3 Wheeler was born. 


Morgan s 3 Wheeler is something of a blank 
canvas for its owners. From the factory you 
can customise nearly every aspect of the car^ 
not to mention the wealth of aftermarket 
accessories and tuning options. But its not only 
individuals who have jumped at the chance to create 
something bespoke^ companies have seen it as a great 
opportunity, too. 

Special edition 3 Wheelers aren’t new, and neither are 
special editions aligned with fashion brands - many will be 
familiar with the Superdry cars and Thomas Pink Plus 4. 
However, no company so far has embodied the spirit and 
bold style of Squint Ltd. 


Squint is a company that produces bright and colourful 
upholstered furniture, including sofas, chairs, lamps, 
desks and many more things. The brainchild of Lisa 
Whatmough, the Squint style is something of a modern 
take on patchwork. Seemingly random materials brought 
together in a way that makes a strange sort of sense. 

Although there may not seem to be much of a 
correlation between a 3 Wheeler and Squint style, there 
is a chronological link. Patchwork itself actually dates 
back to the Egyptian times, but the traditional sort we 
recognise became popular in the early 20th century, the 
1920s- 1930s, in the same period the Morgan 
three-wheelers of old rolled off the production line. >

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Of course^ it s a bit of a stretchy but the connections 
there. This isn’t traditional patchwork, and this isn’t a 
classic three-wheeler, but they are both modern updates 
on a classic design of the same period. 

So, how did the Squint Morgan collaboration come 
about? It came in the form of London Morgan’s owner 
Anthony Barrell, who knew Lisa through having 
purchased her art. Anthony and Lisa began talking, and 
the idea grew and grew. 

Anthony, thrilled to work with Lisa on the project, and 
a fan of her work, did have some doubts about how the 
finished car would look. "When Lisa originally showed 
me the fabrics I couldn’t see how it would work, but she 
said to trust her, so I did, and I turned out really well.” 

It certainly did. But seeing the fabrics in isolation threw 
most early onlookers. We were at the factory during the 
early stages and admittedly struggled to see the final 
vision, but for Lisa it was clear in her mind. 

All became much clearer for us when we had a look at 
her finished designs. Quirky, individual and eclectic, 
there is certainly some common ground with Morgan 
here ! Entering Lisa’s studio is a brilliant experience. From 
the grey streets of London into her light and bright studio, 
it’s like the world becomes Technicolor.

Busy patterns wrapped around all sorts of furniture and 
odd objects: a rocking horse, a chest of drawers, a 
lampshade and even a chandelier. There’s nothing 
definite, mathematical or clinical here, it’s a room filled 
with pure expression. 

The top floor is light and airy, and down the spiral 
staircase - also clad in bright colours - is a cosy 
industrial-esque room with a comfy sofa and small 
courtyard. It’s like every part of her studio, even the odd 
wedge shape of it, refuses to be linear or uniform. 

Lisa, using her skillset, created what she had in mind 
for the seats of the Morgan and visited the Morgan factory 
with Anthony. The first step was to find out if it could be 
possible for the workforce in the factory to use her fabric. 

In the trim department, Lisa discussed which fabrics 
will work, and which wouldn’t. Some were too thick, 
others too thin, but on the whole, with a few small 
alterations, the team could cater for her design. 

"Won’t the seat get wet?” was a query raised by the 
Morgan staff "These are waterproof fabrics,” Lisa 
explained. Demonstrating how this isn’t just an art car’, 
it’s a 3 Wheeler that can be used. 

"It’s amazing,” Anthony tells us. "I was concerned 
about the durability of the fabric, too, but she placed it in 
front of me and chucked water all over it. It’s definitely 
waterproof.” 
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The fabrics chosen, range from delicate floral patterns 
to solid metallic neoprene. Discussions about how the 
centre console would be wrapped, and other details such 
as the trim around the floor mats continued as Jon Wells, 
Head of Design at Morgan, took interest. 

“It’s a great opportunity to align our brand with 
another British company. I think they work perfectly 
together, especially with the 3 Wheeler’s eclectic style,” 
Jon muses. 

It wasn’t just the seats, however, that received some 
customising. You’ll notice Lisa had the headlights, 
indicators and roll hoops ‘flocked’. Flocking is a process 
where small fibre particles (called flock) are deposited 


onto a surface, creating an almost velvet-like effect, and 
can be applied to very complex shapes relatively easily. 

With all the bright fabrics, the car itself is the exact 
opposite. “The contrast works well,” Anthony explains. 
“We thought if we’re going bright on the interior, which 
needs to be the focal point, the exterior would work best 
in black.” 

Indeed, the interior pops out against the gloss black, and 
even more so against the matte black flocked parts. A 
combination of in-your-face art and subtle touches was part 
of the design that Anthony enj oys, “As you walk around the 
car, you’ll look at the interior first and then notice the little 
touches - it continues to surprise you.” > 
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For the rear of the car, Lisa decided she’d like to include 
some custom luggage, for which she asked Sarah Williams, 
who makes bespoke suitcases and travel bags, to create 
something truly unique for the 3 Wheeler. 

Sarah makes all of her products by hand and will cater for 
almost any brief - for one client she created a special scientific 
briefcase with holders for test tubes and other equipment. 

As many will know, the boot of a 3 Wheeler has the 
intrusion of the back wheel and leaves little space to be 


creative with. After some deliberation about perhaps 
creating segmented bags for the rear, it was obvious it 
wouldn’t be very practical - and it would be hidden from 
view. The solution on hand was the inclusion of a luggage 
rackmounted on the back, for which Sarah used to mount 
her bespoke creation. 

The result is abeautiful neoprene-clad case that matches 
the shape of the rack perfectly. Sarah created a thin case, so 
as not to block vision over the back, and it’s made with

waterproof fabric to withstand the elements. Honestly, it s 
an ingenious piece of work we could see catching on - 
perfect for storing folded clothes for a weekend away. 

To reveal the 3 Wheeler as part of the London Design 
Festival, Lisa held an opening ceremony at her studio 
where the Morgan sat proudly at the entrance. Morgan 
attended and part-built another 3 Wheeler in the studio. 
Prosecco flowed and Londoners mingled as the craftsmen 
from Malvern built an ash frame and placed it on a chassis. 


Now, we thought this might be a one-off, but that’s 
not necessarily the case. “We’ve sold this one already!” 
Lisa informs us. “We’ll certainly do more if the demand 
is there.” 

The reaction to the Squint 3 Wheeler was 
overwhelmingly positive. Although we’re sure it will split 
opinion, it expresses all the qualities of Morgan and of the 
3 Wheeler brand. It’s unique, it demands attention and it’s 
more than just a little bit outlandish! MOG

THE PLUS OAR 

Last month Jon Wells, Head Designer at Morgan, was approached by MOG magazine to ask 
if he was interested in designing a series of concept vehicles (vehicle types that were 
unlikely to be produced by the marque), that utilise Morgan's design attitudes and 
approach. He kick started this series with a sketch or two for a Morgan 4x4 in light of 
Jaguar and Bentley's recent offerings in this segment. This month he aims to explore the 
boundaries of Morgan design philosophy further still and reports first hand on his attempts 

to make some real 'waves'... 
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|So, howto make a non-automotive, 
sea-bound vessel immediately 
recognisable as an MMC product? This 
was a fascinating and relevant exercise 
for me. We have often explored whether 
a Morgan car would still retain its 
identity without the running boards. In 
Morgan's past, vehicles such as the Plus 
4 Plus and SLR have achieved just this. I 
think that the reality is that there are so 
many unique attributes of the Morgan 
marque that when applied to different 
forms they can still justifiably wear the 
famous wings logo. 


The construction, the materials, the 
people, the history, the classic styling 
cues, the performance, the proportion 
and the unique driving experience make 
a Morgan a Morgan. It is the latter two 
that I found myself most transfixed with 
on this project. 

Shape and form were going to be key 
and this was my starting point. I knew 
immediately that I wanted the occupants 
to be rearward seated looking across a 
long bonnet /deck. This lends itself nicely 
to 'powerboat'-like stance - however, 
surely if Morgan did a boat it would have 


to be a more traditional sail boat? With 
this decision uncertain, I began with 
many thumbnail sketches. Any 'blank 
canvas' design starts like this for me. This 
stage in the process enables ideas to 
flow freely; a series of quick sketches 
explore different feature lines, 
proportions and details and identify what 
works. It was here that I found that the 
'running board' graphic was organically 
reappearing. Much like it did in the Eva 
GT concept vehicle penned in 201 1 , 
albeit less broken and running 
throughout the length of the hull. 



NEW PERSPECTIVES 


Whilst I drew, I also found nnyself 
repeating design cues found in the 
recent Aero 8. Boats and yachts provide 
a certain impression of 'escapism'. In 
fact, it was the lines of a boat deck from 
above that inspired the continuous 
shoulder line, bonnet and boot lid 
graphic of the open- top Aero. 

Having identified a 'floating' top 
panel graphic and proportion I liked, I 
began to imagine some details of the 
concept and wrote myself a 
specification; I wanted this concept to 
be a two seater, centred on a dynamic 


driving* (*do you 'drive' boats?!) 
position. The proportions should 
border on ludicrous to add the same 
static drama any Morgan has. Whilst 
removing iconic exterior features such 
as running boards, I felt it was 
important that the 'cowl' graphic 
remained. This train of thought led to 
the design of my dual-hull nose. Any 
Morgan driver will tell you how nice it is 
to know exactly where your front 
wheels are under the raised wings 
ahead of you. I wanted to introduce the 
same 'front-end confidence' in the body 


of the boat. I am a keen water sports 
fanatic myself and selfishly wanted to 
ensure the 'Plus Oar' featured an 
optional ski deck on the rear! 

The brief for construction was 
simple: coach built. Like a Morgan! A 
light ash wooden frame would hang the 
lightweight aluminium panels. These 
would be super-formed for optimal 
panel thickness, sharp Aero + fluid 
dynamic crease lines, and sculptural 
drama. As with any Morgan, the wood 
should not just be structural. Inspired 
by my love of the Riva Aquamarine > 






speed boat, an ash wood deck with 
walnut inlay would surround the 
occupants and ski deck. (Exposed 
rivets, a leather interior from our new 
waterproof range) and wooden trim 
as standard. 

But how to propel the Plus Oar?! I 
had an inkling from the start that a 
Morgan boat should really have 
traditional sails. When I was growing 
up, my grandfather, who himself was an 
engineer, had several paintings of 
Chinese 'junk ships' in his house. I can 
always remember being amazed by the 
unique aesthetic provided by their 
elaborate sails. In the paintings, sunset 
light poured beautifully through their 
thin sheeted sails as they sat ornately in 
the bays below a mountainous 
coastline. To this day, when I see a 
Morgan on the road it stands out so 
abruptly against the surrounding 
landscape of generic modern cars. I 
saw an opportunity in the raised sails of 
this boat to ensure it took presence 
any harbour port. 

The Driver / captain takes a relaxed, 
legs-forward seating position in the 
'Plus Oar'... as you would expect. A 
classic Motalita steering wheel takes 
the rudder duties whilst a highly 
mechanical interface remains with 
several levers operating the pulleys and 
ropes, which leave the b 
behind the cockpit, and 
the sails. 

But what if there is no wind? A 
supporting S&S X-wedge twin engine, 
of course! Borrowed straight from a 3 
Wheeler! The evocative bulging twin 
with side-mounted exhaust apertures 
sit perfectly on the rear of the Plus Oar. 
You can almost hear it thumping across 
the Pacific! 

I borrowed a few more 3 Wheeler 
details: twin fly screens attempt to 
protect the occupants from water 
spray whilst military grade switch 
gear ensures all electrics work as 
they should. I've heard that, 
supposedly, the odd Morgan roof 
leaked in the past. I can neither confirm 
nor deny, but no such problem 
Only a simple tonneau cover is 
provided. Although rear engined, a 
louvered bonnet was another Morgan 
must-have, providing ventilation to the 
small below-deck sleeping quarters. 
Leather bonnet straps secure the 
access hatch. 

I went for a rather nautical theme: 
blue and white two tone. Whilst the 
customer can choose whatever they 
wish specification wise. I'd promote the 
top deck remaining polished silver to 
help the boat blend in with the blue sky 
above and water beneath. 

I rather enjoyed this one. MOG

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Taking a new car 
from sketch to street 

With the new Aero 8 rapidly approaching the production line, 
the factory is gearing up and making way for another car to be 
built. But just what does that entail? MOG spoke to Mark Reeves, 
Morgan’s Research and Development Manager, to find out... 


Drawing a car and deciding upon its 
looks, its specification and colour is 
one thing. Turning all of that into a 
production reality, however, is quite 
another. There are new processes 
to be learned, new approaches to 
building to be adopted and with it all, 
fresh challenges to overcome. 

The physical building of any car, 
especially a Morgan, is a hugely 
difficult task, but it s one that can 
be made easier via careful planning 
and via the implementation of new 
methods, processes and systems. It s 
down to Mark Reeves to decide what 
needs to be done to bring the new 
Aero 8 from being on paper to an on- 
the-road reality, so we sat down with 
him to find out exactly what s involved. 


Mark, quite simply, once a design has 
been signed off, where on earth do you 
start when it comes to planning its 
production? 

Well, to get to this point of course 
means that weVe built a pre- 
production car - the same car on 
which the build-process will be 
modelled. It s been driven, we know 
it works and most importantly of 
all in terms of translating that into 
a physical build, we know it like the 
back of our hands - mainly because 
weVe taken it apart lots during 
its time as a development/pre- 
production vehicle. 

From the data gathered through 
this car, we can start to formulate a 
plan of action based around what 


will be required to build the car. This 
means looking at the car and deciding 
what we can already do with our 
existing tooling, and what we need to 
evolve and adapt in order to produce. 

The first point where all this comes 
into play is the 'delete list’. This is 
a list of the car’s elements that we 
work through to see what needs to be 
changed for a new component, what 
we can do away with completely and 
what we don’t need to change. 

How much of the process is completely 
new, and how much will be created using 
existing elements? 

With Morgan, there’s a greater chance 
something will become an evolution 
- in terms of a process - than being 
something brand new. After all, 
we’re always building on what we’ve 
achieved in the past. In nearly 23 
years of being here, the only time I’ve 
known of a completely new vehicle 
has been the 3 Wheeler. In a way, 
that’s actually an easier way to build a 
car, as you have to use new ideas and 
new processes. 

In terms of the Aero 8, we already > 
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ON THE RECORD 



had so much information from 
previous cars that use the Aero 
platform. You might think that would 
be a good things but in reality you’re 
having to work through a mass of 
information to look at various aspects^ 
rather than building up from scratch 
to suit your needs. The 'delete list; for 
example; is a much more exhaustive 
aspect of the Aero 8’s build; because 
you have to go in and identify 
individual parts and assess their 
eligibility, as it were, for the new car. 

A solid case in point on the new 
Aero 8 is the front suspension. This 
used to be an inboard damper affair, 
but now it’s changing to outboard 
coilovers with double wishbones. We 
have to look at all that, the changes to 
the way it’s made and then, of course, 
we have to look at the sequence the 
car is made in. Does the different 
suspension mean the steering rack 
has to be fitted at a different point of 
the build, for example, or will it stay 
the same? 

What's the most challenging aspect 
to consider? 

Honestly, it would have to be 
translating what we’ve learned to the 
staff on the shop floor. We have to 
work hard to remember that we have 
been living and breathing this car for 
12 months - it’s all second nature 
to us, it’s been the basis of our work 
every day. The guys on the shop floor 
don’t know anything about it, so it’s 
all new information to them. We 
have to remember that, as it makes 
for a difficult working relationship 
if we keep telling them things as if 
they were as familiar as us. It’s about 
balance and understanding, which in 


turn makes for a better flow of work. 

To overcome that. I’ve been 
spending a great deal of time on the 
shop floor with the guys and the girls, 
going through the build with actual 
cars, instructing how it’s to be done, 
what the changes are and addressing 
any issues. It’s good for them, but it’s 
also good for us a design department, 
too. The fresh eyes of the shop floor 
staff can often help us see issues that 
otherwise may have gone unnoticed. 

Were there any elements of planning the 
Aero 8's production that came easier 
than expected? 

Yes, with the new Aero, we took 
the decision to build a lot more 
components in-house. The suspension 
has been completely updated, and 
now all of those components are made 
in-house. When I first started here, that 
was very much the norm but over the 
years, that has changed and now more 
stuff is bought in. As such, the build 
of the new Aero is somewhat going 
full-circle, as we’re bringing back more 
Morgan-made components. 

In terms of the suspension, it’s 
meant new jigging tools and more 
work on the shop floor in terms of 
people putting them all together in 
sub-assembly. It’s a great thing, because 
now there is even more pride in what’s 
being fitted - it’s not just a part that’s 
been delivered and is now being fitted, 
it’s something that’s part of the build 
process within the factory walls. 

The staff here took well to that, so 
it made the process a lot easier and on 
the whole, a lot more satisfying. That’s 
a great thing when, on paper at least, 
it’s something that could have been a 
real challenge. 


How long to does it take to 
finalise everything? 

It varies from element to element. 
Obviously some things need a great 
deal of time and frankly, you’d expect 
that. For example, there are parts of 
the suspension that have taken 12 
months to develop, which is good, 
because in the real world, you’d 
probably be a little concerned if 
someone came up to you after two 
months with a finished and finalised 
suspension part! These things not 
only need to be physically built, they 
need to be tested and confirmed as 
being fit for purpose, too, and all 
that takes time. So really, nothing 
has a definite time on it, it’s simply 
finished when we are happy that the 
element in question can perform as 
we want it to. 

Has the proposed build process 
thrown up any issues in terms of 
required changes to the design? 

Not issues as such, no. It’s actually 
worked in our favour, allowing 
us to see potential issues before 
they become big problems. Little 
things, like being able to identify 
where a washer should go that 
otherwise might have been missed, 
for example. 

Then there are the bigger things. 
For example, when the chassis were 
coming in, the rear wheels were 
displaying negative camber (where 
the top of the wheels stick out) 
because there was no weight over 
them. This made it a nightmare to 
fit the wings, as we want them to 
line up with the bodywork perfectly. 
Through seeing this issue though, 
we now build the chassis with a 
turn taken out of the suspension so 
they sit right for the bodywork staff. 
After they’ve done their thing, we 
can adjust it back - simple. 

The whole process has been 
a learning curve, but it’s one we 
have embraced and used to our 
advantage - one we’ve made 
our own, rather than allowing 
it to be something that could 
slow us down. But that’s what 
we do here at Morgan, we 
roll with the changes and work 
through problems. MOG

The Automatic 
Solution 

With the introduction of an auto Plus 4, we racked our 
brains trying to think of other auto Morgans in trad form. 
There aren’t many! Of course, there’s Jane Morgan’s auto 
Plus 8, which now resides in the museum at the factory. 
Other than her retrofitted car, we weren’t aware of another 
- until now. Marcus Fielder had his Plus 8 modified with an 
auto ’box, and it’s now part of a rather exclusive club. 


A move of necessity, 
rather than preference, 
this Mog unintentionally 
became part of this 
rare club. Although we’ve seen 
the modern Aeros roll out in auto 


form, other than Jane Morgan’s Plus 
8 Drophead, the trad Mogs have 
remained firmly manual until now. 
Marcus shares his story with us 
about how his Plus 8 did it before it 
was in vogue: 


“It all started back when my 
wife, Jackie, and I bought a 1989 
Burgundy and Silver Plus 8; unseen 
(but that’s a different story!) on 26th 
June 2009. 

“We used our Mog a lot attending 
Hopmog evenings twice a month 
every month, with myself driving and 
Jackie offering directions! We run 
our own small business and cannot 
take more than a couple of days off 
at a time. Consequently we go on 
numerous long weekends a year. 

“It was then we found out about 
Le Mans Classic. This immediately 
appealed to us so we booked for the 
2010 trip. It was a fantastic weekend 
away, but it was whilst talking 
to others that we had a sudden

concern - virtually every couple 
we talked to said their wife was 
insured too, meaning she could take 
over the driving; first, if she wanted 
to, and secondly, should it 
become necessary. 

“I say concerned because Jackie 
has never passed her test in a manual 
car, and after 20 years of driving 
was not likely to now. What, people 
asked, would we do if I injured 
myself and could not drive? Now you 
see our concern. 

"One was commissioned 
a long time ago for Mrs 
Morgan but it was built as 
a special one off" 


“When we got back to England I 
started talking to Sarah and her team 
at the very helpful Brands Hatch 
Morgan. I asked Sarah if she knew of 
an automatic Morgan, or if Morgan 
had any intention of building one. 

“She replied that one was 
commissioned a long time ago for 
Mrs Morgan but it was built as a 
special one off. I asked her if she 
could enquire: 

1. Would Morgan be interested in 
converting an existing Morgan to 
automatic? 

2. Would Morgan be interested in 
building a new automatic Morgan? 

I thought the new Roadster has an 
engine that is easily obtainable in 
automatic form. 


3. If the answer was no, would BHM 
be interested in either option? 

4. What would be the cost of such a 
conversion? 

“The response to 1 and 2 was very 
quick with a definite no to both. 

The response to 3 was they might be 
interested but don’t expect it to be 
cheap, it would need a lot of planning 
and design and could be as much 
as £50,000. This answered my last 
question and I think I did a good 
impression of someone that wasn’t 
completely gobsmacked as I walked 
out of the store! 

“Sarah said the only option was to 
find an automatic Aero, something 
quite rare (you see one or two come 
up for sale a year) but still does > 
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Take control, whatever the weather.

actually exist. Although I wasn’t 
really that interested, I asked Sarah 
to keep an eye out for one just in 
case I changed my mind. 

“Some time passed and a lot of 
people at Hopmog were aware of 
our situation. It was in the spring in 
2010 that Francis, a regular at BHM 
breakfast mornings, told me of a 
little specialist outfit located in the 
depths of the Kent countryside who, 
after a casual discussion, said that he 
thought it was quite possible. 

“So, I contacted the owner, Tony 
Barnard, who confirmed that he had 
spoken to Francis and that it was 
worth investigating further. Jackie 
and I went to their workshop, not 
easy to find, and definitely don’t 
believe the sat-nav, and had a good 
chat with Tony. His team took 
various measurements and said he 
would get back to me. 

“A few e-mails later I gave Tony 
the go ahead to proceed. I don’t 
think Jackie and I have ever been so 


nervous. Although confident himself, 
Tony had always insisted on an It’s 
not our fault if it doesn’t work’ policy. 
Also, there was the cost; we couldn’t 
tie Tony down to a fixed price as there 
were so many variables. The best he 
could come up with was about 20% of 
what BHM said it might cost. 

“Tony could not fit the job in until 


the winter, which suited us perfectly 
as it meant we still had the summer 
and autumn to enjoy our motoring. 

“Tony contacted us to say he had 
located a suitable autobox. It was 
from a Rover SDi 3500 Vanden 
Plas of the same year ( 1989). This 
included a GM180 autobox and 
torque converter plus gear shift 
assembly and sundry control parts. 
We delivered our Mog to Tony’s 
workshop in Robertsbridge, and 
things got underway. 

“Tony’s team were excellent, 
working throughout the winter 
months and taking photos of their 
progress, keeping us up to date. 

“The photos show just how much 
work was involved for those familiar 
with the underside of a Morgan, 
showing alterations made to the 
frame itself. 

“So, the snow fell and melted and 
the cold weather came and went > 
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"It's a much better drive all round with the final ratio making it far more sensible 
for longer drives" 


and we were keen to get our Mog 
back. After what felt like a lifetime^ 
we eventually got the call from Tony 
that our car was ready. 

“By pure coincidence^ the 
weekend of Hopmogs ‘Centre 
Dinner & Dance’; we picked our car 
up at midday and drove it straight to 
Powdermills Hotel. 

“After a quick overview of all the 
works with Tony, most too technical 
for us to take in fully, we finally got 
to drive away. 

“Tony had said that the automatic 
gearbox was very under geared. He 
wasn’t wrong. At 70mph the car was 
showing 4,300rpm. More than a Plus 
4 would be doing at that speed. 

“On the plus side, it did make 
driving around the country lanes 
in deepest Kent great fun. The car 
‘kicked down’ smartly as you exited 
a sharp bend propelling the car 
forward bringing a great big smile. 
Away from the lights it was definitely 
quicker than in manual form. 

“On the down side, over- 
enthusiasm or fast motorway 
driving brought the miles per gallon 


tumbling to a very poor 15. 

“We persevered all summer with, 
for the first time, Jackie being able to 
drive. I think everyone that saw her 
turn up at the next BHM Breakfast 
Meeting will never forget her 
beaming smile. 

“However, fun as it was, the car in 
this state was not a sensible option. 
The call was made to Tony at A J 
Barnards. Anticipating the call, he 
had already been looking into the 
situation. He said the best option 
was to go for a rear differential change 
with the highest ratio possible. 

“So, again, as winter arrived we 
took the car back to Tony at Barnards. 
Again we would be without the 
car for a few months, but at least it 
would be whilst the coldest of weather 
was here.” 

Tony was successful in re-gearing 
Marcus’ car, and it’s now running well. 
Tony shares with us the tech spec: 

“The axle mod was a 7HA 
Salisbury. We stripped it clean and 
inspected the axle, rebuilding the 
diff with 3.08: 1 C.W.P. to replace the 
standard 3.31:1. The 3.08:1 being the 


highest ratio currently available for 
this particular axle. We had the speedo 
recalibrated by Speedograph Richfield 
on data supplied by us to match the 
new gearing. These figures are as close 
as we can get but there may be some 
loss through the torque converter.” 

“We assume these figures relate 
to the manual gearbox,” Marcus 
continues. “Because in reality what 
has happened is at 80mph the revs 
are approx. 3,800rpm. Still, much 
better than when we first had the 
autobox fitted. 

“The speedo, however, is more 
accurate than ever before with an 
indicated 70mph reading 69mph on 
our Sat-nav. 

“It’s a much better drive all round 
with the final ratio making it far 
more sensible for longer drives. 

Just got to do something about that 
interior, unfortunately lots of carpet 
and leather has been ripped up and 
discarded just to get things to fit 
in nicely. 

“Jackie drives it almost as much as 
I do now - perhaps it wasn’t such a 
good idea after all!” MOG

Thrilling Close to the Season

DONINGTON 

The penultimate race of the season 
was at Donington Park on the GP 
circuit. The Morgan Challenge hadn’t 
raced on the GP circuit since 2001 and 
the excitement in the paddock was 
palpable.

in the race. All three ARV6s were out 
again and qualified within a few tenths 
of a second of each other on the fourth 
and fifth rows. In the other classes 
Tim AyreS; Henry Williams and Chris 
Bailey qualified first in their class. 

In the tie between qualifying and 
the race; the drivers discussed the 
"extra bit of track” and the best line to 
take around the left-over-the-blind- 
crest-round-the-hairpin-and-up-the- 
hill, the simple description of the 
Melbourne Loop; the extra part of the 
track that creates the GP circuit. There 
were lots of views but they would have 
to wait for the race to see who was 
really on the ball. 

The cars swarmed onto the track 
and round to the grid where they 
carefully lined up ready for the off. As 
the lights went out; everyone made 
a good start except for Andy Green 
on the second row who seemed to 
have a gear problem. However; the 
same could not be said of Andrew 
Thompson in the Silver ARV6 and 


Simon Baines in his 3.7 Roadster; 
both making up four places before 
the first corner after a rocket start. 
Everyone made it safely round the first 
few corners and onto the Melbourne 
Loop; where those discussions would 
play out. The gravel trap at the hairpin 
claimed a couple of cars first time past; 
thankfully no one made the same error 
the next time round. 

Over the laps the field settled down 
and the battles started to develop:

Henry Williams and Tim Ayres 
raced tightly through the 30-minute 
race and eventually Henry won the 
bragging rights. Just in front of this

With the championship leaders 
Tom AndreW; Henry Williams and 
Tim Ayres taking their class winS; the 
Championship was set to go down to 
the wire at Snetterton in Norfolk just 
one week later.

Going into the last race of the season 
at Snetterton the Championship 
points were tight; class leaders 
Henry Williams; Tom AndreW; Keith 


Ahlers and Tim Ayres being the 
title contenders. 

For some members of our race 
series family this weekend was 
overshadowed by the untimely and 
sudden death of a key member of the 
Revolutions Race Team; Ian Dickson.

About a third of the way through the 
race Keith Ahlers and the other class A 
cars started to lap the field; then closely 
followed by the class B chaps. The 
200 circuit at Snetterton is of a length 
that within a 30-minute race most of 
the cars in the field will probably be 
lapped by the front runners. Indeed; by 
the end of this race only the top three 
finishers will be on the lead lap; the 33 


other cars were lapped.

After 30 minutes the chequered flag 
came down; Keith Ahlers took the race 
honours; Jerry Knight took second 
overall and the final podium place was 
taken by Andrew Thompson. 

Class honours went to Keith Ahlers 
in class A; Andrew Thompson in 
class B; Tim Ayres in class C; Henry 
Williams in class D; Tom Dailey in 
class E and Tom Andrew in class R. 

After the race and after putting the 
cars “to bed” the drivers; supporters 
and our other family members 
joined together for the end-of-season 
lunch giving everyone some of those 
precious moments to chat together 


and enjoy life. The final race results 
were announced and the trophies 
handed out; then to a hushed room 
the two main championship trophies 
were announced.

Awards Dinner; which this year will 
be held at the Morgan Factory in 
Malvern.

The second decade of the 20th 
Century proved to be one of 
extreme contrasts. For Harry 
Morgan the first few years saw his 
business thrive, however this rapid 
expansion was soon curtailed by the 
deteriorating political situation and 
the outbreak of war. The return of 
peace saw the resumption of leisure 
motoring to an even greater extent 
than before, resulting in a huge 
demand for Morgan's practical and 
affordable cyclecars. 

The decade began well for 
Morgan with a production version 
of his prototype three-wheeler 
appearing at the 1910 Olympia 
Motorcycle Show. This was well- 
received by the critics, but sold 
very few simply because people 
wanted a two-seater rather than a 
monocar and for it to be operated 
by a steering wheel rather than 
a tiller! However, Harrods, the

the cyclecar record at Brooklands, 
when he astonished everyone with 
a distance of 59 miles, 1 1 20 yards; 
just a few hundred yards short of an 
average of 60 mph. 

Probably the greatest victory in 
the early years was achieved by 
Gordon Me Minnies in the French 
Cyclecar Grand Prix at Amiens 
in July 1913. This resulted in the 
introduction of the Morgan 'Grand 
Prix' model as it became known, 
which was an instant success and 
many sporting motorists wanted 
one, adding to the already extensive 
order books. Powered by a '90 bore' 
J.A.P. water-cooled, overhead valve 
racing engine, this gave the car a 
top speed of 60 mph, an amazing 
pace at that time. 

Racing was, of course, abandoned 
during the First World War and 
Brooklands remained out of action 
until 1920. However, 1919 saw 
numerous successes for Morgans in 
reliability and speed trials, which 
would continue through to the 
next decade. 


a vehicle. However, any reputable 
manufacturer would be prepared 
to prove its products and subject 
them to the most rigorous testing 
and this usually meant motorsport. 
Trials, racing and record-breaking 
would certainly push machines to 
the limit, and beyond. It was due to 
numerous successes in motorsport 
that Morgan was to gain a 
significant advantage over his rivals. 

The competitive adventure 
started with the very first Runabout 
when Harry Morgan entered the 
MCC London to Exeter Trial in 
December 1910, winning a Gold 
medal and much valuable publicity. 

Further successes came thick 
and fast with a win for Harry Martin 
at Brooklands in 1911 driving 
a Morgan in the first cyclecar 
race at the track, amongst many 
others. Harry Morgan spent most 
weekends competing with various 
machines and raising the profile 
of the Morgan marque. One of his 
most significant achievements was 
on 23rd November 1912, taking 


The need for a family model was 
probably inspired by Harry and 
Ruth's own growing family. Four 
girls were born to the couple during 
the war years, then on 3rd 
November 1919, Morgan's family 
was complete with the birth of their 
only son, Peter. 

The decade finished as it 
had begun for Morgan, with a 
successful business, set to prosper 
in the post-war optimism as the 
1920s beckoned. 


RACING IMPROVES 
THE BREED 

Morgan's success in pioneering 
inexpensive motoring for those of 
more modest means encouraged 
others to experiment with cyclecars 
and soon there was a plethora 
of machines on the market. The 
dilemma for potential customers 
was the need to distinguish the good 
from the bad and the down-right 
ugly! The average motor car buyer 
at that time was usually ignorant 
of the mechanical arrangements of 
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TIMELINE: 1910-1920 


THE GREAT WAR 


1914 is, of course, infamous for the 
tragedy of the outbreak of the First 
World War. The catalyst, which 
instigated the most unimaginable 
slaughter the world had ever seen, 
happened on 28th June 1914. 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand, heir 
to the Austro-Hungarian thrones, 
and his wife, were shot dead in 
the Bosnian capital, Sarajevo, 
by student revolutionary Gavrilo 
Princip. This violent incident 
sparked the inevitable conflict 
between the Triple Entente' and 
the 'Central Powers' of the Austro- 


Hungarian Empire and Germany. 
Mobilisation plans were put into 
action across Europe and this 
ultimately led to Britain declaring 
war on Germany on 4th August 
1914, when German forces invaded 
Belgium (Britain being a guarantor 
of Belgian neutrality). 

"Your country needs you," 
proclaimed the moustachioed Lord 
Kitchener, pointing at the casual 
observer as he stared out from the 
iconic poster that inspired Britain's 
young men to enlist in the army 
in huge numbers throughout the 


summer of 1914. Before long, men 
from the Malvern Link factory were 
responding to the call to arms. 
Despite the cancellation of some 
orders for new Morgan cars, the 
outbreak of war initially had very 
little effect on car production. The 
only factor restricting production at 
this early stage in the conflict was 
the gradual, but ever-increasing loss 
of skilled workers to the war effort. 

Morgan later undertook the task 
of making munitions alongside 
limited car production. The exact 
nature of this work is uncertain, but.

it is likely that the factory produced 
shell cases, which were then stored 
and filled in a large nnunitions 
factory in Hereford. 

Car production ceased for all 
but official and nnilitary purposes 
in 1916 and the Morgan factory 
relied increasingly on wartinne 
work. A brief attempt was made to 
produce a Morgan machine gun 
carrier for the army, but this was 
not successful, concern about the 
lack of traction from the single rear 
wheel in the mud of the battlefields 
being one of the problems. 


War clearly disturbed Harry 
Morgan who abhorred the fighting 
and who was a man of peace, a 
Pacifist. However, two main factors 
overruled his natural reticence to 
munitions work. The first was his 
patriotism and the need to do his 
bit to ensure that Britain emerged 
from the conflict victorious. The 
second was the survival of the 
Morgan Motor Company and his 
responsibility for the welfare of his 
workers and their families 
Harry Morgan's cars certainly 
appealed to military men of the 


period. Those who were permitted 
to operate a vehicle appreciated 
the excitement and performance 
of the machine, especially men of 
the flying services who equated the 
experience of driving a Morgan to 
that of flying an aeroplane! 

The Armistice was signed on 
1 1th November 1918 bringing to an 
end one of the greatest conflicts in 
human history. Some Morgan men 
resumed their jobs at the factory, 
although, others who had fought for 
their country failed to return from 
the battlefields.

MAGNIFICENT MEN IN 
THEIR FLYING MACHINES 


For well over a decade, the motor 
car had been an infrequent, but by 
now familiar sight on the roads in 
Malvern. Although the townsfolk 
were at last coming to terms with 
the motor car, they were totally 
unprepared for what was about to 
descend upon them. In February 
1914, aviation came to Malvern 
in the form of a French Morane- 
Saulnier aeroplane, piloted by the 
English-born son of a London-based 
German doctor - Gustav Hamel. 

Harry Morgan presumably 
witnessed this event with great 
interest, although having been 
passionate about cycling in 
Victorian times, and then having 
been apprenticed in the railway 
industry, as far as is known, he was 
never tempted to experiment with 
aeroplanes. His sister Dorothy 
recalled, however, that when the 
first Morgan failed to receive many 
orders at the 1910 Olympia show, 
Harry remarked that perhaps he 
should have gone into the business 
of making aeroplanes since if they 
fail, the machine mercifully takes its 
creator with it into oblivion! 


Hamel, having learnt to fly in 
1910, was one of the pioneering 
aviators who took part in the famous 
Round Britain Air Race in 191 1, a 
1,000-mile race for aeroplanes with 
a £10,000 prize sponsored by Alfred 
Harmsworth, editor of the Daily Mail 
newspaper (in the 1960s this race 
inspired the film Those Magnificent 
Men in their Flying Machines, 
although, in the film the race was 
from London to Paris). 

Hamel's flying display in Malvern 
was originally planned for 6th 
November 1913, having already 
entertained crowds the previous 
month at the nearby town of 
Upton-upon-Severn. A large crowd 
gathered at Jamaica Meadow in 
Malvern Link but they were to be 
disappointed on this occasion 
since Hamel failed to appear; bad 
weather apparently being the 
reason. The same disappointment 
occurred the following week, again, 
poor weather was to blame. 

Gustav Hamel eventually 
arrived in Malvern on Friday 4th 
February 1914, not by air, but 
by train from London, to appear 


as a witness at police court 
proceedings in Malvern. Charles 
Hickman and Harry Yoxhall, who 
styled themselves as the unofficial 
agents for Hamel in Worcester 
and Malvern, were charged with 
conspiring to defraud local people 
of money paid in entrance fees to 
Jamaica Meadow to see Hamel's 
flying exhibition! 

After yet another failed attempt 
at a Malvern display early in 1914 
(this time due to engine problems), 
Hamel finally appeared in the skies 
above Malvern on 26th February. 
He looped the loop several times 
and took up several passengers, 
including a lady. This caused 
great excitement among the 
large crowd who had gathered 
once again. 

Aeroplanes were dangerous 
machines and even the better 
designed and proven pioneer 
aeroplanes were difficult to fly. 
Marginal on power and vulnerable 
to bad weather or careless 
handling, many expert aviators of 
the day who piloted them perished 
in the pursuit of flying. MOG

This month weVe popped into Williams Morgan to see what goes into 
upgrading the entertainment system.

There's nothing better than going 
for a blast with the sun shining and 
the roof down. Well, we say there's 
nothing better, but there is one 
way to innprove the experience, 
and that's by having the right 
soundtrack. The thing is, while the 
stereo head-units that conne with 
a Morgan are okay, they're not 
brilliant. Add into the mix the wind 
noise and the general vocal nature 
of the car, and you're left with a 
stereo that has an awful lot to do 
before it can be heard. 

The guys at Williams Morgan 
in Chipping Sodbury are more 
than aware of this, hence coming 
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up with this package to make 
sure you can enjoy your favourite 
music while motoring along. It's 
somewhat more comprehensive 
than a new head-unit and some 
speakers though, by quite some 
measure in fact. 

Any stereo is only as good as 
the surroundings into which it's 
fitted - acoustics are everything. 
The tub of a Morgan actually lends 
itself quite well in theory, but that 
ash and steel need some help 
before they're ready to pump the 
tunes. As such, the first part of the 
conversion consists of stripping the 
carpet back and applying a layer 


of soundproofing material to the 
large areas such as the floor and 
sides. This makes sure the road 
noise is kept out and the speaker 
noise is kept in. It also helps ensure 
the cabin is even more weighty 
and solid, helping to reduce if not 
totally eliminate any distortion in 
the sound being played. 

Once that's done, the guys fit 
the sub woofer. Now, you might 
hear that and immediately jump to 
the visual conclusion of a Citroen 
Saxo with a boot full of speakers. 
That's simply not the case here, in 
fact, the Pioneer sub used is a slim 
version that fits discreetly into the

cabin. Its job is to help the main 
speakers out when it comes to the 
bass elements of your music - it's 
not for rattling the windows of 
every house you pass! 

To further enhance the sound 
quality, a pair of high-end Pioneer 
180w mid-range speakers are 
fitted, too. When combined with 
the discreet sub woofer, the sound 
should be crisp and clear, not 
weak and unable to overcome the 
ambient noise that comes with 
driving a Morgan! 

Finally, there's the stereo itself. 

In the case of this lucky Plus 4, it's 
an all-singing, all-dancing example

with Bluetooth connectivity along 
with all the ports you could need 
to connect your smartphone - 
after all, who has CDs any more? 
This means all your music is at 
your disposal via the touch of 
a button. 

It's a comprehensive kit as far 
as we can tell, and it's one that 
will transform whatever setup you 
might currently have. Plus, there 
are real-world benefits, too. The 
newly sound-deadened interior 
will feel even more solid and 
refined when on the road. The 
Bluetooth head-unit will be able 
to act as the voice of your sat-nav.

A hat is at once practical 
and stylish. Any hat; 
correctly fitted and worn 
well, can complete and 
enhance the wearer s style. Once a staple 
and essential piece of clothing, the 
humble hat has somewhat fallen out of 
fashion in recent decades. 

Not so long ago, every man wore a hat, 
a vital piece of clothing for both formal 
and casual wear. Some argue the shiny 
locks of Elvis and James Dean are to 
blame for the hat’s decline, others that 
the rise of the car negated the need. That 
said, the hat has never fallen completely 
out of favour, and with shorter hairstyles 
back in, along overdue resurgence could 
be on the cards. 


Not just keeping the weather at bay, 
the hat has long been used for 
expression. One can touch the rim lightly 
to say hello, or remove it as a sign of 
respect. When society loses the hat, it 
also loses the unspoken language that 
goes with it. 

Although in some circles, the trilby 
and fedora are making something of a 



comeback, unfortunately mainstream 
hat wearing isn’t quite there yet. The 
distinguished gentleman - and Morgan 
owner in particular - can easily pull off a 
well-made fedora or panama. James 
Lock and Co has a wealth of different 
designs that complement the Morgan 
style perfectly. 

Their most famous design is probably 
that of the coke’ (pronounced cook) hat, 
also known as the bowler, first made in 
1 849. Nobleman Edward Coke, younger 
brother of the 2nd Earl of Leicester, 
wanted a superior hat to the top hat, 
which kept falling offhis gamekeepers' 
heads. The hat had to be sturdy enough 
to protect from low-hanging branches 
and poacher attacks. 
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Lock’s chief hat maker, Thomas 
Bowler (hence the bowler name), 
mocked a prototype up. Edward Coke 
promptly tossed the hat to the floor and 
jumped on it repeatedly to assess its 
strength. Happy with the results Coke 
paid 12 shillings and went on his way. 
Little did he know that he’d created 
something of a worldwide icon. 

British railroad workers in the USA 
took to wearing the durable bowlers, and 
soon the practical hat swept the nation. 
Butch Cassidy and Billy the Kid even 
sported a Lockbowler before the Stetson 
was introduced as their 'Boss of the 
Plains’ in 1865. Also, in a nod to the 
recent Bond movie and our cover story, 
Oddjob’s hat and weapon from 
Goldfinger was a Lockbowler. 

Not only have they sold products to 
Churchill and Wilde, but also Charlie 
Chaplin and Admiral Lord Nelson. 
Using the same techniques and materials 
as they always have, you can buy a hat 
today from the very same shop. >

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The Cathedral 
of Speed 

Dating back to 1922, Italy’s 
Monza is regarded as one of 
the best motor racing venues 
in the world. It’s the fastest 
track on the Fl calendar and 
has what might be the most 
iconic corner in history - 
Parabolica. With everything 
from historic racing to modern 
high-octane thrills, Monza’s 
a true place of pilgrimage for 
petrol heads. > 









Described as motorsport s 
'Cathedral of Speed; 
Monza is fast - very fast. 
We hear frequently from 
the F 1 racers that they enjoy high- 
speed corners and it s here where the 
Italian circuit shines. 

The circuit s signature corner^ 
Parabolica; is an increasing radius^ 
long; right-hand turn and the final 
corner before the start-finish line. Not 
only is this probably one of the most 
famous high-speed corners; alongside 
Suzukas ISORand Silverstones 
Copse; it opens out onto the iconic 
Monza straight. A true racers’ corner; 
Parabolica rewards perfect execution 
with incredible exit speed. Getting it 
right is vital for a quick lap. 

The corner lasts around 7.5 seconds 
in an F 1 car; and at race speeds of close 
to 200kph (iSOmph); with drivers 
getting on to the power as early as 


possible; squirming and fighting the 
cars to the very edge of the track at the 
exit. In a world where street circuits 
are becoming more popular; and new 
circuits don’t seem to cut the mustard; 
drivers consistently praise the old 
school tracks such as SilverstonC; 


Suzuka; Austria and Monza as places 
that truly challenge their skills. 

Quite literally all of the greats 
have raced here. Jim Clark; Stirling 
MosS;John Surtees andjacky Ickx 
have all pushed the limits of various 
cars on the sacred tarmac. In the 
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very early dayS; Monza was one of 
the first purpose-built race tracks 
with banked curves^ in the same 
style as Brooklands. Over the years^ 
the performance of the race cars 
exceeded the track s banked curves’ 
limits - racing grew more dangerous 
and changes were needed both for the 
safety of the drivers and spectators. 

The modern’ version of the circuit 
has remained relatively unchanged 
since the early 1970s; with a few 
chicanes added to improve safety. 
Recently the outside of Parabolica 
has been tarmacked in place of the 
original punishing gravel trap - an 
alteration that has split opinion. 
However^ the nature of the corner 
remains unchanged and the challenge 
is still there in bucketloads. 

Why is Monza fast? Well it all comes 
down to its corners^ or rather^ the lack 
thereof In fact Monza only has four 
proper corners: the two LesmoS; the 
Ascari complex and the Parabolica. 
This means that F 1 cars are at full 
throttle for an incredible 80% of the 
lap! The fastest speed recorded is 
210mph and the fastest pole lap at 
lm20.089. 

If you visit the circuit; you can 
always go for the big spectacle of FI

or, for something a bit more low key, 
you can opt to go for one of the many 
other events Monza holds throughout 
the year. 

Experience days, track days 
and plenty of racing series to 
enjoy, Monza’s a great place to 


go - just keep an eye on their 
calendar for something that 
you’d enjoy. Race series include 
the Blancpain Endurance Series, 
which includes testing and trials, 
and two prestigious one-make 
championships: the Lamborghini > 
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Blancpain Super Trofeo Europe and 
the Formula Renault 2.0 NEC. 

The modern cars are great for high- 
speed thrills (if you get a chance; check 
out the Monza Rally ShoW; too!); but 
Monza also hosts Classic Endurance 
Racing; Mille Miglia and the Coppa 
Intereuropa; enjoying its history by 
welcoming some of the most iconic cars 
in the world through its gates. 

The Classic Endurance Racing 
features 50 cars including the Porsche 
935; BMW Ml; Lola T70 and Ferrari 
512 BBLM - well worth a look. For 


something with an exclusively Italian 
flavour; the Coppa Intereuropa consists 
of 100% Italian marques duking it out 
on the track. 

Monza plays a part in the 
historic Mille Miglia event; which is 
undeniably one of the most iconic 
races in motorsport history - perhaps 
the most exciting of Monza s line up for 
those into classics. If you re thinking 
of visiting for this event; the dates are 
confirmed as 18th-22nd May 2016. 

Seeing as it s Italy the Ferrari 
Challenge is worth a look; too. The

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Desperately Seeking... 

Leaving a Mog to rot in a barn is bad enough, but 
subsequently dumping several tonnes of coal on top of it 
just takes the biscuit. That’s exactly what happened to this 
unfortunate Mog. The 4/4, a bizarre victim of the miner’s 
strike of 1972, was seemingly beyond repair, but Bob Exelby 
took ownership of the car and decided to bring it back to life. 
Using many improvised methods to restore the Mog, Bob and 
his woodwork teacher got it back into driving shape. 



Morgans very rarely 
disappear. They’re 
held in such esteem 
that you’ll see even 
the most wrecked and twisted 
examples restored. Many times you’ll 
hear of highly trained restorers or 


experienced car experts bringing 
classic cars back to life; but how 
often do you hear of an enthusiastic 
student and woodwork teacher 
reviving a Mog? 

It was in the late 1970s when 
Bob took possession of the car; it 


came with a little brown log book; 
which recorded a succession of 
recent owners. Each had dismantled 
this 4/4 a little more in the hope 
of restoring and reassembling 
it; but nobody quite got around 
to it. Eventually it came to rest; 
completely disassembled; in a large 
coal store opposite a windmill near 
Yarm; in North Yorkshire; just a few 
miles from Bob’s parents’ home: 

“I can’t remember exactly when 
I bought it; but I do remember that 
coal played a significant part in the 
purchase. Its then owner (l think 
called Hart) had; in anticipation 
of the 1972 miner’s strike; ordered 
several tons of anthracite; which was 
cruelly dumped on top of the chassis

and various boxes of parts. I can only 
guess that when the remains started 
to re-emerge; some time later; he 
decided it was a lost cause; becoming 
an ever-increasing nuisance as he 
picked out the coals from the car. 

He told me that I could have it for 
50 quid just as long as I took every 
single part; nut; bolt and washer 
with me!”

Bob relocated the dissembled 
Mog into a disused horsebox; he had 
a huge task on his hands. With the 
chassis and various parts thoroughly 
pummelled by coal; it had effectively 
been on the receiving end of a 
rockslide and would have proved too 
daunting for most - but Bob wasn’t 
deterred: 

“I went at it with great enthusiasm 
and had a drivable chassis within 
just a few months! As far as I could 
tell; apart from the windscreen; 
some engine ancillaries and the 
front wingS; it seemed to be mostly 
complete. The radiator bonnet and 
rear wings had not suffered the 
ignominy of the coal shed and were 
in good order but the remainder 


was something of a challenge. I 
enrolled at night school and my old 
woodwork teacher; Joe Tash; helped 
me cobble together the damaged 
timber. A local panel beater sorted 
out the damaged metalwork and 
eventually it all came together.” 

Although not perhaps concours’ 
it was now a functional Morgan. 

Bob added the finishing touches in 
the way of a new screen and a lick 
of paint: 

“I used Aero screens to replace 
the missing windscreen and it was 
sprayed British Racing Green with 
endless jam jars of paint attached 
to the end of a bicycle pump! The 
wiring loom was also missing and 
was replaced with solid copper > 
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for everything Morgan

cable; red or black, rescued from 
discarded twin and earth.” 

Using some less-than-orthodox 
methods only adds to the character 
of what is a thoroughly heartfelt 
restoration. The car had seen better 
days, but as a functional vehicle it 
worked well. Bob has an interesting 
way of describing his finished 
project s look: “When complete it 
could best be described in seventies 
used-car-dealer-parlance as a ‘20 
footer’ (a car which looked great, but 
only from 20 feet or more!)” 

Nevertheless, it was never meant 
for the shows, it was a miracle it had 
been transformed to something road- 
worthy at all. The 4/ 4 was well-used 
and well-loved. 

“I really loved it; I actually met my 
wife in it. Our first encounter was 
a blind date; I drove up in the 4/ 4 
complete with helmet and goggles! 

A broken union on the oil pressure 
gauge dripped black oil onto her 
white pleated mini skirt - was it a 


portend of our future life together?” 

Although the Mog broke one 
union, it helped forge another! Forty 
years on and Bob and his wife are 
still together, so it can’t have been 
too bad an omen. However much he 
loved the car, eventually it had to be 
sold. “Alas, the need for some instant 
cash for a new business venture 
meant it had to go. I can’t remember 
who I sold it to. I do remember that 
it sold easily for about £700.” 

Although the car has left Bob’s 
possession, he’s managed to hold 
on to one particular piece: “Apart 
from the photographs, my only other 
memento is the brass spigot bush 
from the centre of the flywheel, 
which I forgot to fit and still sits 
on a shelf in my office. It seemed 
to run fine without it, but would in 
time I’m sure be the cause of some 
vibrations!” 

Rescued by Bob and his teacher, 
it’s a fantastic story of using the 
tools, equipment and budget 


available to the best effect. With 
enough enthusiasm, any Mog can 
live again. Morgan’s very rarely go to 
the scrap heap, and for this reason 
Bob feels it’s sure to still be out there 
somewhere: 

“Having almost reached the point 
of no return, then being returned to 
the road when values were starting 
to rise, it must surely still exist 
somewhere. I’d love to rediscover 
EFH307”. 

Although Bob sadly had to sell 
the car, he most definitely caught 
the Morgan bug and is keen to be 
reunited. If anyone knows where 
the car is now (or perhaps is 
feeling the vibrations of a spigot- 
bush-less Morgan!) please let us 
know so we can reconnect two 
old friends. MOG

PARTS 

There's only one way to make a hand-built Morgan 
even more beautiful, and that's by adding a splash of 
colour. This month, Perfect Parts looks at what goes 
into painting these beauties. 


Whether it's a wall in your 
house, a scale model or the 
fence at the bottom of the 
garden, there is no denying that 
paint being applied is a 
universal sign for a project be 
fully or nearly completed. 
Despite the fact that a great 
deal of time and effort has 
been spent creating what the 
paint is applied to, it's always 
the colourful coating that 
completes the look. 

The same can be said of 
painting a car. Prior to being 
the desired target of a paint 
gun, a car is just bare metal: an 
unprotected, vulnerable hulk 
that seems to be - visually at 


least - a million miles away from 
being completed, but that all 
changes rather quickly. 

First, the car is prepped in 
readiness for its chosen colour. 
This means the car is primed 
and then rubbed down to 
ensure the level and lines on 
the bodywork are millimetre 
perfect. After this, it's rolled 
down to the paint shop where 
the real transformation begins. 

First, any metal left exposed 
after the delicate rubbing down 
of the bodywork is given a coat 
of high-build primer. Painting 
on both bare metal and primer 
isn't an option, hence doing 
this. Once the small additions

of primer are dry, the car is 
wiped down to remove any 
grease that may have come into 
contact with it. By this, we don't 
mean great globs of axle 
grease - we're talking about 
fingerprints or particles that 
may have landed on the car 
during its delivery to the paint 
shop. The water-based and 
solvent degreasers ensure the 
body is free of all contaminates. 

After this, the car is masked 
up to keep paint off the engine, 
wheels and chassis. It would 
take one of us hours to do, but 
the skilled hands at Morgan 
make light work of it - masking 
a car in just 30 minutes.

This is where things get 
exciting. Once masked, the car 
goes into the paint booth, 
along with all the other panels 
such as the wings, bonnet and 
doors. Each is placed on a 
trestle or hung so as to allow 
the paint sprayer complete 
access when he's using the 
spray gun. 

Once satisfied that 
everything is good to go, the 
paint is mixed in the paint 
room, as per the customer's 
specifications. Using charts 
and guides that cover the 
walls of the paint room, the 
staff can ensure that every 
colour is perfect, despite 


there being a baffling 
number to choose from. 

In the sealed booth, 
Morgan's painters get to work 
and cover the waiting panels 
and car with paint. Using 
careful and calm passes of the 
spray gun, the paint bonds to 
the panels uniformly and 
cleanly. For metallic cars, 
there are a couple of coats of 
the base colour, then once 
that's dried, there are two 
coats of clear coat. For solid 
colours it's simply a case of 
two heavy coats of the paint. 
To do the former takes around 
two hours, while the latter is a 
more speedy one hour.

Finally, the car and its 
panels are left to bake in the 
spray booth at a toasty 75 
degrees for around 45 
minutes. This dries and 
hardens the paint and once 
cool they can be carefully 
handled. They go onto racks 
where the paint can cure a 
little bit more and where they 
can also be monitored for any 
potential errors such as runs 
or cracks. 

All that's left to do now is 
build the car up and give it 
a polish, but there's more to 
it than that! You'll have to 
wait until next month to 
see though! 
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Here’s another wittily named product 
from Valet Pro. We’ve grown to love 
their almost hair-product-like style; 
particularly as they tend to have 
the great results to back it up; too. So; 
how does ‘Beading Marvellous’ 
stack up? 

This product; carnauba waX; which is 
actually palm wax from Brazilian palm 
treeS; sounds oh so natural; and it is. 
There’s no dodgy chemicals here; Valet 


Pro have ensured it’s all natural. 
Although I don’t think it’s totally 
necessary to be 100% natural for a car 
waX; it’s a nice touch. 

It goes on easily to clean paintwork 
and buffs off even easier. What’s left is a 
shine you’d expect from a top-end wax. 
When the sun hit our newly waxed 
bonnet it was hard to deny it left a finish 
probably on a par with much more 
expensive products. 


It really works a treat; and throwing 
some water on proved it did bead 
marvellously. We have to say it’s not the 
cheapest wax on the market; but it 
doesn’t smear and it works really nicely. 

Lastly it smells great. Honestly take a 
whiff and you’ll want a scoop. Obviously 
we recommend you keep this one just for 
the car; although there no stopping you 
using it in your hair; perhaps it’ll keep the 
rain off?

When searching for solutions for the car 
or the garage you come across all sorts of 
bizarre products whilst perusing places 
such as Halfords. We came across this 
Velcro tape when looking for a solution 
to a faulty sat nav holder. 

With sat navs, you’re restricted to 
securing them to a window anyway, so we 
figured this might be a nice alternative to 
those lacking window space, or suffering 


from the same problem. In the pack you 
get one roll of 'fluffy’ Velcro and another 
of spiky’. You simply cut the appropriate 
shape out of both tapes and apply. 

This gave us plenty of options when 
securing the sat nav. However, the tape 
didn’t want to stick to our test car’s 
interior, probably as it wasn’t very 
smooth. This wasn’t helped by the fact 
the Velcro is so strong, it would pull the 


tape away from the dash. Perhaps too 
strong for its own good! 

After a bit of experimentation it stuck. 
With the lacquered dash of a Morgan, 
this shouldn’t be too much of an issue. 
Overall we feel this is a pretty nifty 
product with a wealth of applications - 
we’ve heard that it’s even capable of 
securing tools to garage walls.

Get Yer Gas-Kit Off 


Another product in the CarPlan range of 
Carry On Garage Consumables: this is a 
gasket remover. I found cause to use it 
recently while changing a water pump on 
a friends small-block Chevy - the 
gaskets between the water pump and the 
block were baked solid, and I could 
either try to chip them off with a 
screwdriver and risk gouging the block, 
or I could rely on this stuff. I gave this 
stuff a go. 

The instructions tell you to spray it on, 
and leave it until you see the gasket 
bubbling. It didn’t say whether you gave 


it a light dusting or an absolute soaking, 
but underneath the directions it 
mentioned that this stuff also serves as a 
handy paintstripper, so I thought I’d 
better be gentle with it. It also didn’t say 
how long this might take. I waited a 
minute or two, no bubbling. I went and 
found something else to do for five or 10 
minutes, returned, no bubbling. Sod it, I 
thought, and went and found a Stanley 
blade for the scraping. 

Well, roger me with the ragman’s 
trumpet if those gaskets didn’t just 
peel off that block with the barest 


minimum of Stanley-based persuasion. 
I reckon they’d have come off in one 
piece, too, if I’d had longer arms! 
So it looks like it does exactly what it 
says on the tin, and saved me a lot of 
scraping. The only issue I can see is its 
ability to strip paint from anything 
nearby, and the aerosol nozzle is hardly 
the model of precision. So if you’re 
looking to shift stubborn gaskets off 
your old smoker, this is the stuff; if 
you’ve a stuck gasket on your 
prize-winning show motor, you’re 
probably best with a gentle scraper.
